So I took these records as found; recalling a famous historical 
adage (as to its author’s native country) that—“He knows not Eng- 
land, who only England knows.” That might fittingly and justly 
enough apply to William in regard to his beloved Keillor doddies— 
for he that only Keillor knew, knew not the breed, which is a per- 
fectly fair criticism. é 

My attitude must not, however, be misconstrued. I place be- 
side Williams comments or statements such facts as any student of 
the history might now be quite likely to do, not infrequently exhib- 
iting different aspects on things as they seemed to William, in the 
robust exuberance of his conceptions of all that he yearned to im- 

rt of his beloved Keillor—a quite natural human instinct in one 
whose affections were so natally centered. And when, after years 
of “the nomad” life, as Mr. Sanders terms it, he found himself at 
last settled in America among Shorthorns and Herefords, he had a 
sudden revelation. The Paris Exhibition occurred—after his long 
years of alienation—and “all the world wondered.” What was Til- 
lyfour to him, but Keillor reincarnated? He at last found his des- 
tiny, as the prophet, priest and king, of a new gospel, a new hier- 
archy, a new dominion of Bovinia, which he would not have re- 
stricted. From Bonnie Blue to Turiington he set about “formulat- 
ing opinion” as Mr. Sanders expresses it, on every occasion, cheer- 
ily venting himself before an open- 
mouthed audience. “Dreamer” as Mr. 
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Wm. Watson’s Scroll Books

Professor Curtis informed me that these “Scroll Books” con- 
tained or embodied everything of importance in regard to Doddie 
matters Mr. Watson possessed. So, in them, I felt that no greater 
or more responsible privilege could have been granted than this— 
to examine them. It was, therefore, it may be realized, with 
strange feelings, that I turned over the pages of these “Scroll 
Books,” containing all that William had ever formulated in his 
mind, or possessed of a material literary character as to the breed, 
all that he had poured out from his soul, and all that he claimed 
for the breed, and for Keillor. All this material had been collected 
in these “Scroll Books” between the years 1882 and 1897. The sanc- 
tion that encouraged him to write, the freedom from censorship or 
criticism, addressing himself to an audience whom he knew would 
be immediately receptive in simple faith—here it was all set forth 
in assured manner—it was all to me like exploring a blasted quarry 
with the rock left in situs scattered about in disorder. To go over 
all this and follow William in his various moods, pausing to make 
notes of passages here and there for quotation, was a self-imposed 
task that was a privilege to undertake, 
and to be “gently scanned.” 


Sanders also styles him, his dreamland 
was an enchanted one; and if he wander- 
ed in it, why, let us thank Providence 
for this Fiery Cross of the new Scottish 


supremacy, that had to him in his re- 
splendent vision of it in the going down 
of the sun, the glorious reglimmering of 
a rejuvenated Keillor. This was the 
vision he gave, as a sojourner, in this 
new land eager to accept a new dispen- 
sation, eager to acquire something from 
the old land that it might miss. So he 
labored to create his legend, and plant it 
where he believed it would sprout an 
hundred fold abundantly, among the 
minds of its absorbing recipients—and so 
the “Scroll Books” embody William’s ac- 
culmulation of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
(and other) lore, in the form of articles 
contributed by him to America journals, 
articles of others, the “Sketch of the Life 
of Hugh Watson,” by his sister; the let- 
ter from Henry Stephens; the account

How The Angus Captured The 
World’s Markets 


No breed of cattle can present such a 
marvelous history as the Aberdeen-Angus, 
the black polled or hornless breed which to- 
day, by its wonderful achievements in fat 
stock show and in fat cattle sale ring, on 
hoof and in carcass, stands in the forefront 
of the beef breeds of the world. The breed 
is one of the oldest British breeds in exist- 
ence, documentary evidence showing its 
presence in the northeastern counties of 
Scotland—to which it is indigenous and 
from two of which it takes its name—hun- 
dreds of years ago, though it is one of the 
youngest in respect of the comparatively 
brief period since it was first taken up for 
systematic improvement. 
a century ago the breed was almost wholly | 
confined to its native areas, but during the 
last fifty years it has firmly established it- 
self in all the principal cattle-raising coun- 
Wherever Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle have become established there 
has been built up a record in beef produc- 
tion such as is without parallel in the case 
of any other breed. So says the breed’s 
propagandist in a new brochure.—London 
Live Stock Journal, Aug. 14, 1981.

A pang occurred con- 
templating his “passing”—going out at 
noon to make his customary formal daily 
call on his darling doddies, his pockets 
stuffed with titbits for his favorites, 
pressing forward with open, tongue-ex- 
tending, mouths, to catch the dainties 
held out by him, as he sat down amongst 
them, there to drop into a sleep that was 
his last—to be found among the peace- 
fully ruminating beasties, all lying 
around him; sunk there in his eternal 
rest, his eyes glazed on the ebon baby 
beeves he had been nursing. Mortuus 
vos salutus—Peace be to thy manes, 
William!

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Judge Pierce Puts§Imported Bull Up 


The down states shows opened at Aurora, 
Illinois, with the tenth annual Central 
States Fair and Exposition held August 
15th to 22d. The buildings were filled to 
overflowing with live stock and the fair 
management provided spacious tents to ac- 
comodate the excess exhibits. Here it was 
that the first real battle of the season took 
place. Nine herds of Aberdeen-Angus came 
over to secure a rating and determine which 
way to go? 

Stanley Pierce, of Creston, Illinois, long 
time breeder and showman had been select- 
ed to place the ribbons. The first class of 
aged bulls, four in number, gave him a 
chance to compare imported with home 
grown bulls. Hartley Stock Farm showing 
Imp. Mulben Portfolio to first place and 
later to the senior and grand championship. 
This is the fine calf that Otto Battles se- 
lected while in Scotland two years ago for 
use in the Stanley Pierce herd. Mr. Pierce 
has done an excellent job of developing this 
bull which he recently sold to the Hartley 
Stock Farm to head their show herd. 


The Wayland Hopley Farms won the two 
year old class with Barkley Quality by 
Quality Marshall 3d and Woodcote won the 
Senior yearling section with Eldon of 
Woodcote. These two being defeated by 
the Hartley bull for the purples. 

Thirty-five bulls appeared in the Junior 
bull classes. Strathmore Farms won the 
Junior yearling division with Revolution of 
Wheatland by Revolution 41st. This was 
the calf that won the Junior championship 
at Denver in January of this year. He was 
made junior champion here also. J. Garrett 
Tolan won the Summer yearling section 
with Eileenmere 61st, an outstanding 
Eileenmere calf. Woodcote Stock Farms 
won the calf class with Alexander M. of 
Rothanaise the new herd bull prospect re- 
cently selected by Mr. Minty, all four 
grandparents of this calf are sired by 
Blackcap Revolution. 

The cow classes were keenly contended. 
Woodcote won both the two year old and 
the Senior yearling classes while Hartley 
won the aged cow division. In the senior 
championship the ribbon went to the Wood- 
cote entry Blackcap of Woodcote 50th, the 
two year old. She was good enough to be 
made grand champion later. This is per- 
haps one of the very best females ever 
brought out from Woodcote. 

Woodcote headed the class of nine junior 
yearlings with Euxida of Woodcote; Hopley 
Farms placed at the head of the summer 
yearling class with Beulah Hopley 2d and 
Tolan placed the very fine little heifer 
Evergreen at the head of the calf class and 
also carried her to the Junior championship. 
The get of sire went to Strathmore Farms 
showing the get of Blackcap Revolution. 
The graded herd to Woodcote and the three 
bull group to Hopley. ! 

The judging was done on Monday in the 
open and it was a beastly hot day, proving 
uncomfortable for both man and beast. Fol- 
lowing is a list of the awards:

There were six aged bulls in the first 
class. The Imported bull, Mulben Portfolio, 
grand champion last week at Aurora placed 
between Brown’s bull Revolution 37th and 
the Strathmore entry Revolution 81st, both 
by Blackcap Revolution. Seven two year 
olds were headed by Hopley’s Barkley Qual- 
ity by Quality Marshall,-who again defeated 
Revolution 100th by Blackcap Revolution. 
Robert Cresap a young lad who is building 
an outstanding herd showed Barbara’s 
Choice 3d for top bull in the senior yearling 
section. Of the three Revolution 37th was 
made senior and later grand champion bull. 
The nine junior yearlings were again 
headed by Revolution of Wheatland, last 
week’s junior champion at Aurora, and 
again securing that position here. He is a 
son of Revolution 41st the bull that it get- 
ting such good things for Jimmy Hollinger, 
of Kansas. Garrett Tolan again headed the 
Summer Yearling class of ten with Kileen- 
mere 61st another very promising Eileen- 
mere bull. Woodcote again headed the calf 
class with Alexander M. of Rothmaise. The 
three bull section went to Strathmore with 
Revolutions and the two bulls to Brown 
with sons of Excelsior Marshall 3d.

The Blake bull Black- 
cap Benz 11th by Blackcap Benz 5th was fourth and fifth went to 
Schmueckers bull Everon Elbon by Elberon 2d while the sixth place 
was occupied by Elmore Harrison 2d by Revolution 7th, shown by 
Hopley. It was the head of this class that Judge Tudor selected 
for his senior and grand champion tickets. 

There were but four two year old bulls out. The class was 
headed by Revolution 100th the last year’s junior champion at many 
shows and a son of Blackcap Revolution. Next him stood Hopley’s 
Barkley Quality by Quality Marshall 3d. Last year’s many times 
junior champion Burgess Marshall 3d by Elgon Marshall 2d shown 
by Elliott Brown stood third and fourth went to the Schmuecker 
entry Brookside Eliminator by Blackstone 10th. 

Only three bulls came forward in the senior yearling section 
which was headed by Burgess 4th of Page by Glencarnock Revolu- 
tion 6th, shown so successfully by the Blakes last season. St. Al- 
bans Farms showed Peer of St. Albans by Erie Revolution for sec- 
ond position and Schmuecker placed third with Blackcap Sir by 
Bandolier 2d. It will be seen that Brown, Strathmore and Blakes 
were contenders for the senior championship with the former win- 
ning after considerable hesitation on the part of Judge Tudor who 
seemed to like the Strathmore entry, Revolution 100th, very much. 

The junior section brought out larger classes and many pros- 
pects that were really outstanding. The battle for first honors 
here was between the Brown entry, Envious Marshall 3d by Excel- 
sior Marshall 8d and the Strathmore entry Revolution of Wheat- 
land by Revolution 41st, this latter youngster had been made junior 
champion at both Aurora and Springfield but today had to give 
way to his contender. St. Albans stood third with a classy young- 
ster called Black Clipper of St. Albans by Earl Marshall 7th and 
fourth went to the new breeder Mr. Ryke with a very promising 
calf, Brand King R. by Blackcap Mc 3d. The Blakes showed anoth- 
er Blackcap Benz 5th bull called Beaverdale Blackbird for fifth. 

ere were seven bulls in this line. 

Eight bulls were shown in the Summer yearling section which 
was headed by the Hopley bull Bar Quality by Quality Marshall 3d. 

S youngster was later handed the Junior championship ticket. 
St. Albans showed one of the outstanding calves of their string for 
second, this was Blanford of St. Albans by the old International 
grand champion Prince Marshall who has not been represented in 
many show rings the last few years. Schmuecker had another 
Blackcap Bandolier 2d bull in third place—Belmar Bandolier. 2 

Eleven bull calves made a very fine showing. The class being 
headed by Bandolier of Pinehurst 4th by Blackcap Bandolier 2d, 
shown by Schmuecker. His close contender was found in Excelsior 


Marshall 25th by Excelsior Marshall 3d shown by Brown. In this 
group will be discovered some outstanding prospects for the future. 

Brown carried away both the three and the two bull groups 
with their Blackcap Revolution and Earl Marshall bred bulls. The 
work had progressed so rapidly that the afternoon was yet young 
so three classes of females were paraded for a rating which came 
to them quickly once they got before the judge. 

Five aged cows came along and the big smooth cow Blackcap 
Lassie B. 2d shown by Brown and sired by old Excelsior Marshall 
found her way to the top over the smaller more typey cows Pure 
Pride of Page by Glencarnock Revolution 6th and Blackbird Prog- 
ress R. 2d by Blackcap Bazil shown by Blake Brothers and St. Al- 
bans farms respectively. 

After going carefully over the seven two year old heifers Pine- 
hurst Blackcap by Blackcap Bandolier 2d, a very smooth heifer 
went to the top tor Schmueckers; Strathmore placed second with 
Queen Harrison 44th by Blackcap Revolution and St. Albans went 
third with Barbara McHenry 71st by Black Marshall 11th; Strath- 
more scored fourth with Erica Energy 101st by Blackcap Revolu- 
tion and the Blakes were 5th with Blackcap McHenry 218th by 
Blackcap Benz 5th. 

Seven senior yearlings brought our several that had been seen 
many times last year at leading shows, and frequently at the top. 
The Blakes won this class with Blackbird 10th of Page by Glencar- 
nock Revolution 6th and Schmuecker was next with Blackbird of 
Pinehurst 8th by Blackcap Bandolier 2d. Mr. Ryke had a nicely 
turned heifer at third place—Luella June by Blackcap Mac 3d. Next 
to her stood Evergreen Lady T. 2d by Eileenmere 15th, shown by 
St. Albans. This was the Illinois state fair junior champion female 
last year. By this time the arena had to be cleared for the night 
show and the crowd scattered. Those who went to the barns to 
further inspect the cattle found fewer people than usual for many 
had left for home because of a threatening rain storm. About six 
o’clock a general rain fell over the north half of the state, Des 
Moines receiving a real drenching. The rain fall was sufficient to 
put the ground in good condition for plowing. 

Tuesday right after an early lunch the Junior yearling class of 
heifers came before Judge Tudor. There were niné of them. At 
the top stood another of the tidy daughters of Blackcap Bandolier 
2d, shown by Schmuecker. This heifer, Blackbird of Pinehurst 9th, 
was another splendid example of the smoothness shown in Schmu- 
ecker heifers. Her contender was found in Blackcap Marjorie 5th 
by Blackcap Benz 5th shown by the Blakes. This was another 
smooth one of splendid type and conformation. The blood of great 
bulls was battling here for positions. Excelsior Marshall 3d was 
represented in Brown’s Eva of Rose Hill 4th, that stood third and 
the International grand champion Revolution 7th had a daughter, 
Elga Marshall 9th, at fourth place for Strathmore Fams. Fifth 
went to Queeneta 2d, a daughter of Enchanter Marshall 3d, shown 
by a club boy, Dwight Harvey. Without a single exception the 
rest of the heifers represented either Rosemere or Revolution and 
Earl Marshall breeding. 

Fourteen summer yearling heifers included several entered 
from the pure bred heifer section also, and some of the lads went 
strong too. First went to Hopley with Buelah Hopley 2d by Qual- 
ity Marshall 3d. Second to Brown with Barbara of Rose Hill 2d, 
an extra entry whose sire was not given in the list. Third and 
fourth to Blakes with Erica Elinor 3d by Glencarnock Revolution 
6th and Black Majestic 3d by Blackcap Benz 5th. Fifth went to 
Brown on Maid of Rose Hill by Elgon Marshall 2d and sixth to the 
club boy Donald Crow showing Elba of Glyn Mawr, also by Elgon 
Marshall 2d, the fine Marshall bull at the head of the Tudor herd. 

One of the sweetest classes of females paraded when the senior 
and junior calves, which showed together here, waltzed around the 
north end of the arena. St. Albans Farms scored here with Miss 
St. Albans 2d by Emulous, one of the sweetest little things that 
ever graced a show ring and one that will hold her own anywhere 
this season. Here it was that George Porteous forgot himself and 
grinned from ear to ear. Schmuecker showed Queen of Pinehurst 
14th another one by Blackcap Bandolier and a real contender for 
second place. Miss St. Albans by Enlaine was third for St. Albans 
farms and fourth went to Brown showing Excelsior’s Erica Enery 
B. by Excelsior Marshall 3d. The Blakes covered the next two 

laces with Blackcap Marjorie 7th and Black Majestic 5th, both by 
lencarnock Revolution 6th.

Championship Goes /o Beautiful Shorthorn 


The 4-H Club boys and girls brought out 
one of Iowa’s greatest shows. The Short- 
horns were superior to anything the breed 
had ever before offered and the Shorthorn 
champion found by Judge Hay Brown of Il- 
linois was generally conceded to be the best 
Shorthorn steer ever shown in this division. 
He was all but an Aberdeen-Angus, had his 
color been black and the horns missing he 
would have filled the bill to a “t.” The 
Herefords were many in number but the 
quality was not up to par. The Aberdeen- 
Angus were better as a class than anything 
ever before submitted. Milt Tudor who had 
judged this section for ten consecutive 
years was succeeded by Prof. H. H. Kildee 
who had the pleasure of selecting some of 
the most outstanding things of the breed 
for his tops and for the championship and 
reserve championship. ; 

Robert Wilkinson, of Lucas, Iowa, carried 
away the first blue with his steer called 
Black Marshall. Averna White of Rhodes, 
won the intermediate class with a very 
choice steer called Hank. John Gannon, of 
Valeria, won the junior class with Lindy. In 
the championship contest Prof. Kildee found 
the contention between the first two class 
winners. He preferred the younger and 
smaller calf because of his smoothness, tidy- 
ness, and excellent handling quality. The 
ringside, like the judge could see lots of 
good things about the pair and at the time 
the championship was given to Hank and 
the reserve ticket to Black Marshall every- 
body seemed quite pleased and satisfied, al- 
though the older and more mature steer had 
a host of friends and a reversal would have 
caused no ill feelings. The steers were so 
- different and yet so close was this decision. 

When the finals came Packer Judge Clete 
Jordan, from the Morrell Co., at Ottumwa, 
teamed with Rex Beresford of the exten- 
sion department in selecting the grand 
champion over all breeds. After debating 
quite a while and holding the vast crowd 
breathless for more than the usual length 
of time the grand honors were sent to the 
tidy red Shorthorn and Will Johnson of the 
Shorthorn World nearly threw a fit, so ov- 
erjoyed was this determined contender for 
this honor. When a calf of the quality of 
this Shorthorn wins no one can well be- 
grudge the honor. It takes some calf to 
beat the Blacks and this one was it. The 
reserve breed champion was also the reserve 
grand champion, so young Robert Wilkinson 
has plenty of reason to be happy also.

Elliott Brown of Rose Hill, Iowa, present- 
ed a splendid string of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle highly fitted and pleasing in every 
respect. He went down the bull section 
without a miss except for the classes in 
which he did not show. The aged bull Re- 
volution 37th 411925, by Blackcap Revolu- 
tion came out in excellent form, won his 
class, the senior and the grand champion 
bull tickets. This is a great bull, presenting 
scale, smoothness from end to end, depth of 
flesh, mellowness and finish so characteris- 
tic of the Revolutions. His contender for 
grand champion position was contended by 
Excelsior Marshall 25th, a son of Excelsior 
Marshall 3d. This winner of the bull calf 
class was declared by Judge W. J. Kennedy, 
of St. Joseph, Missouri, to be the most 
promising calf he had seen in some time. 
The Miller & Kemp bulls were presented in 
just as good form, and were strong contend- 
ers all along the line.

Reveals Most Excellent Progress 


Carl A. Oldsen, former Shorthorn breed- 
er and now field representative for the Iowa 
Beef Producers’ Association, knew not what 
he was starting when he prevailed upon the 
Iowa State Fair officials to establish a 
classification for pure bred beef heifers as 
a contemporary exhibit for the pure bred 
baby beef classes. As supervisor of this de- 
partment Mr. Oldsen has every right to 
wear the broad smile that illuminated his 
face when the boys and girls led their 
splendid heifers into the Iowa State fair 
arena there to be adjudged by Professor R. 
S. Stephenson, of Iowa State College. Of 
the thirty-seven Hereford entries twenty- 
three fell in line. Thirty-four Shorthorns 
had been entered but only thirty-three ap- 
peared.

This 
Playfair family enacted a very very im- 
portant function in the development of Wes- 
tern Angus parishes, as well as of Ben- 
dochy, of which parish the Rev. James Play- 
fair was the minister, wrote the Statistical 
Account of the parish and recorded the fact, 
1797, of the existence of many dodded cat- 
tle among the 1229 horned of the parish. It 
is strange that no one with whom I have 
corresponded, even the present minister of 
the parish, or the hereditary owner of 
Couttie can throw any light either upon 
“Cattie” or the Watsons, who, according to 
Mr. Stephens, farmed there and bred Perth- 
shire Doddies as early as 1738, or according 
to William, 1700. That phase of the saga, 
must be left for others to elucidate. 

William Watson’s dating of the beginning 
of the Keillor improving herd differs ma- 
terially from that of Miss Rose Watson, 
who William refers to as “a sister of mine 
who intended writing a memoir of my fath- 
er’s life, in 1866; and as I was in Australia 
at the time, she applied to Henry Stephens 
for information. She died before she finish-
